Esmonde was twice married, and the wealth whiokh
ghe derived from her first husband was S0 settled
upon her that she was able to hestow it by will, not-
withstanding her subsequent marvioge to Sie Thomas
Esmonile, who survived her, It also appears that if
she il died intestate the Countess of Granard, her
dunghter by the first husband, wonld have been en-
ttled to a large property.
